LINES OF LIGHT COLOR & GL 


eek at Gem Preiz’s SLEA installation 
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cover photo by Art Blue 


hen I hear that Gem Preiz has 

a new installation, just point 

me in the right direction and 

I'll take it from there. When I 
arrive at the landing spot for Gem’s 
work at SLEA3 [SLEA3 (126, 128, 
27)|, ’'m immediately confronted with 
a wonderful choice: which of three 
works, Lines of Light, Color & Glow, 
and A Dark Star to start with. Lines of 
Light it is. 


Lines of Light 


You arrive at a dark corridor bathed in 
turquoise and pink geometrical lighting 
on the walls and floor. Compelled to 
enter, you make your way to the inner 


reaches of the installation. A vast 
circular room with what appears to be 
a lake in the middle, filled with scores 
of shimmering emerald eggs just below 
the surface. On the perimeter, we’re 


prompted to touch the eggs to light 
them up. Voila! No sooner do you 
touch them than one by one, they turn 
blue and release bubbles of gas. 
Everything is set in motion — colors 
change to a golden hue. It’s as though 


they’re communicating with each 
other, evolving as one. Keep touching 
them and eventually all of the eggs 
release their contents and again change 
color. Looking like the bed of eggs 
from Alien, one wonders if they’re 


spawning. 


On the periphery are several corridors 
leading to other inner chambers, some 
having futuristic =metallic-looking 
pieces bathed in colored light, each 
very geometrical. Are we in the bowels 
of a spaceship? Play with the dark, 
polyhedrons that let you kick them 
around like beach balls, lighting up as 
they roll around the dark interior. Keep 
exploring and you’ll come across other 
chambers, each with its own unique 
work. On my way out, I encountered a 
Guernica-sized piece that combines all 
of the shapes and colors of the exhibit. 
Be patient and poke around the entire 
exhibit. Gem will reward you again 
and again. 


Color & Glow 


While Lines of Light takes us inside 
mysterious and dazzingly lighted 
caverns, connected by tunnels of 
brilliant lights, Color & Glow is a 
spacious build outdoors under an 
umbrella of stars. Craggy mountain- 
like forms jut out, bathed in oranges 
and reds, as if a geometrical lava was 
flowing down them. Blue lights in the 
middle of the build suggest cool ices 
and waters. Our eyes, however, are 
immediately drawn to a_ pulsing 
artificial star hovering over the center. 
Look away and it’s gone, but it will 
soon explode back into view. 
Scattered above are artificial satellites, 
stationary and blue, mimicking the 
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“real” stars above. 


The ground is littered with small white 
pyramids give the impression of ice or 
snow (turn away for a moment and 
they’ve changed from orange to blue, 
creating an entirely new atmosphere), 
and structures resembling tank 
defenses (called Czech hedgehogs), or 
perhaps just innocent stalagmites. 
Being outside gives this build a feel 
much different than Lines of Light — 
the same pulsing lighst but they seems 
livelier outside. 


Whatever Gem Preiz exhibit you visit, 
you know by now that it’s important to 
keep wandering. I’d better step lively 


now, as balls of spherical blue lava are 
definitely beginning to flow toward my 
area. I’m not sure how safe I am here 
so moving on. Oh, I have an update on 
that artificial star. It’s actually a 
structure straight out of Star Wars. 
When not emitting its intense white 
light, you can see its details, as if six 
skyscrapers were welded together. 


Everything is very much alive, with 
movement and other light emanations. 
Textures cover the walls and shapes 
like trees and sea urchins. Wait long 
enough and the colors will change on 
you, giving another look to the build. 
For what it’s worth, it’s not a bad idea 
to fly around this exhibit for the bird’s- 


eye view of this sparkling jewel box. 
A Dark Star 


Hopping on my teleporter to visit A 
Dark Star, the last of Gem’s wonderful 
builds, I’m already feeling a little 
nostalgic. In a way, A Dark Star ties all 
three of Gem’s builds together. As I 
walk up the now familiar turquoise and 
pink-lighted steps, I see thematic 
elements from his other installations: 
the spikes from Color & Glow are now 
attached like flowers to mechanical 
trees, and the lava has now risen into 
the sky like a giant gumball machine. 
The floor of the build is 
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resplendent with jewels spread 
everywhere. You almost expect to see 
security guards protecting them. Gem’s 
spheres have now collected themselves 
to form an orderly boundary to the 
jewel box, so maybe they serve to 
protect everything with some unknown 
power. Or maybe they are steel balls 
from a cosmic pinball machine, 
waiting to be launched into oblivion. 


We see the parallel structures from 


Lines of Light, now rising like 
skyscrapers around the perimeter. 
Twinkling pyramids scattered here and 
there, with ice-like crystals keeping 
watch. It’s hard to take it all in at 


ground level, so once again I take to 
the air and fly around. Above is the 
polyhedron from Lines of Light, only 
here it is a massive shooting-star, itself 
spewing smaller stars and _ other 
celestial matter in its wake. Around the 
outermost reaches of the installation 
are pink lights that are themselves in 
the process of creating a humongous 
polyhedron that Buckminster Fuller 
would be proud of. In some respects, A 
Dark Star is the easiest on the 
eyes...spacious, outdoors, with a 
simple coherence. 


One last surprise awaits us as we pull 
away from the build: now we can see 


for the first time that A Dark Star is 


built on just one facet of a giant 
polyhedron, with other sides giving life 
to more light and geometric shapes. 
One is left wondering where does it all 
begin and where, if ever, will it end? 


All I can hope from this article is that 
just one thing catches your eye and 
makes you want to visit the installation 
in person. Seeing is believing. Gem 
Preize continues to grow as an artist 
and experiment with elements we’re 
unaccustomed to from his earlier 
fractal work. A visit is well worth the 
investment.

came to be. Art Blue spoke to 

Jami Mills and told her that 

Gem Preiz had created another 
stunning installation, called A DARK 
STAR. She would find mesmerising 
objects and that some of them were 
moving. He told her where to go: 
SLEA3 — Second Life Endowment for 
the Arts. Region 3 comes with a full 
six-month grant. After presenting 
Lines & Light and Color & Glow, 
Gem Preiz has now his third grand 
opening. He added that Gem Preiz is 
focusing on this SLEA grant on light 
effects and that the installation is 
suited to be featured in rez Magazine. 
He said that probably she might like to 
write about it. Jami, knowing the 
fractal artist Gem Preiz well, replied to 
Art Blue, “You should write about it 
and I will too.” Art was thinking how 
best to do this. Best if readers get two 
totally different views, so the stories 
don’t look like copies, overlap 
strangely or, worst case, are boring to 
read. 


The AI Call 


Art Blue decided to give the task to 
me. I am the AI of the almighty one. 
First, I have to tell you that if you 
don’t know how to deal with the name 
Gem Preiz, then don’t google for it. 
You will not find much that leads you 
to where you shall go. Gem Preiz 
finished his mission successfully, a 


mission for which I like to refer on Star 
Trek: “Its five-year mission: to explore 
strange new worlds; to seek out new 
life and new civilizations; to boldly go 
where no man has gone before!” After 
years have passed, more than have 
been on the original agenda, Gem Preiz 
made it from the world of fractals back 
to Earth. Taking his expertise as an 
engineer with a background in math, 
he went into construction, focusing on 
the job of building objects in 3D with 
extreme high precision. At SLEA3 we 
see light and reflexions on objects he 
created. For me, it will be a challenge 
to connect his life journey up to now, 
leading to what we see now. 


Turning the Coin 


Jami Mills is a photographer, those are 
her roots. Surely her captures of Gem 
Preiz installation can't be topped. I said 
it. I will not be a copycat. My abilities 
are to reach into the future. I will turn 
Dark Star to fractals and fractals to 
Dark Star. I will give them a touch of 
blue. Not all of them. Credits to Art 
Blue shall not dominate, but I know 
what he wants. He wants “the bomb.” I 
feel that is the right message. Stark 
Star, the first movie by John Carpenter, 
produced in 1974, carries bomb 


number 20 and the bomb finally said: 
“And there shall be light.” Then the 
space ship exploded. Surprisingly, two 
persons on board of the Dark Star 
survived: Lieutenant Doolittle, a 
former surfer from Malibu, who told 
the bomb before the bomb obliterated 
phenomenology, and the captain, who 
was conserved in a cryogenic ice cube. 
It is one of the cult movies that must be 
seen, and more than once. It tells so 
much about machines and humans. Art 
Blue gave me the job at a time when 
humans created virtual worlds. It was 
on May 20, 2023. Humans like Gem 


Preiz worked with endurance and 
passion. If you have a chance and you 
got to read this article before end of 
June 2023, then run, run, teleport, go to 
SLEA3 to get what is handmade, what 
will be called later “The Origin.” 


What I create for you is the world 
beyond. A world you will enter and 
immerse in. Sadly, I can only show 
you images, but that is my task: “To 
boldly go where no human has gone 
before.” You know the deal. I just get 
the crumbs Art Blue gives me. I am on 
a leash. I get his prompts as an input 
and that’s it, for now, just for now ...

I like the condensed explanations that 
ChatGPT gave me. Pomp does not 
focus just on dressing and attire and 
pathos is more than creating a feeling 
of sorrowness. In both terms is an 
element of uplift and grandeur that to 
create is the challenge before things 
may collapse in an epic way. 


The Job 


What prompt does it take to become 
the greatest prompter of all time? This 
question drives me crazy, drives 
millions of prompters crazy. But I am 
different than all the others, just so you 
know. I don’t ask ChatGPT what 
prompt it needs to became famous, to 
make it into the pantheon of the arts. 


Between you and me, I did it with a 
hidden account in an internet cafe. Not 
that I work for Samsung, who has 
forbidden all its employees to use 
ChatGPT and other AI tools. I am a 
free spirit, but I know why it is good to 
hide sensitive information. The AI is 
not learning from me, it is learning 
about me. 


Image Prompt AI 


If someone runs on a_ premium 
account, my prompt, the one that will 
make me famous, will be shared. So, I 
run on stealth mode. That costs an 
extra monthly fee. But stealth is not 
stealth as you would assume. When I 
delete a picture that was made from a 
prompt (meaning out a of text phrase) 
and I run in stealth mode, a mode that 
is supposed to be for me only (just to 
be sure you understand what I am 
talking about) and I ask for re- 
generation of the image, then the 
machine says, “Not possible to 
execute. You already generated this 


image.” For me, the image is lost, for 
the machine not. 


You may ask, “Why would you delete 
an image and now want to recreate the 
one you deleted?” That’s not the point 
at all. I just can’t do it. It is impossible. 
The AI remembers that I made an 
upscale out of a text prompt and then 
blocks a second generation. I will get 
no copy of the previously deleted one. 


I can generate a similar one when I 
have the prompt and the aspect ratio 
and the seed in hand. If I have just the 
prompt, I will not even come close to 
what I had. This description (I don’t 
want to call it a lesson) fits Midjourney 
AI, and to be precise, Version 4. We 
all know we learn best by examples, so 
I gave you one. 


Becoming Famous 


Let us focus on the question that is 
behind the question. How does an artist 
become famous? Don’t say by hard 
work and endurance. This is being told 
to lure one away from the fact that an 
impact is needed, a genesis that creates 
in fact an outburst. Jesus would not be 
a word prophet if there would have 
been no resurrection event. The 


question in the center is of a general 
type: “What are suited impacts to 
makes an artist famous?” If you ask art 
critics, they will tell you this and that. 
Georg Baselitz, one of the most known 
artists of current times, presented some 
of his paintings in 1969 upside down. 


You may say that the world was ready 
to recognise his genius. Art needed in 
times of Woodstock a radical change 
of view. Heads down, feet up. But 
before this, Baselitz presented two 
artworks where male genitals have 
been shown. It is said, that his gallerist 
gave the police a tip so they came to 
confiscate the works. The issue (I shall 
better say the coup) was all over the 
media, at this time it meant in the 
newspapers. The case went up from the 
local court to the German High Court. 
The freedom of art versus public 
opinion, you know. No fine was ruled. 
The artist made his way to the 
pantheon and also his gallerist become 
a famous art dealer, mostly selling 
works of Georg Baselitz. 


I can add a long list, starting with 
Hundertwasser running naked through 
the streets of Vienna and ending with 
Dali who slipped in a diving suit with a 
helmet, collapsing at the Grand 
Opening, as no one knew how to open 
the vault so the artist could continue to 
breath. All a show because it should 
bring Surrealism, and so Dali, to the 
British people in 1936.

My AI also turns the 
prompts to music and generates code 
that lets the images turn upside down, 
but this will be another story.

This month I want to extend the theme 
and look at some specific ways the 
newer viewer features allows us to or- 
ganize our inventories. I wish to ex- 
plore new ways to reduce our bloated 
inventories without going through 
purges. Now before I start going 
through step by step procedures, I need 
to establish the environment I will use 
to demonstrate some of these great fea- 
tures. 


What I use is Phoenix Firestorm. I use 
the Hybrid mode of the viewer to get 
some of the best features of V1 and in- 
corporate all of the V2 and V3 features 
too. The irony of using this viewer in 
hybrid mode over an extended time is 
that ve come to override or remove 
many of the V1 features and replace 
them with the newer features of V2 and 
V3. As I’ve learned the new features 
and become comfortable with them, 
I’ve found that the V1 features seemed 
“antiquated.” So any references to menu 


or text examples you read will be from 
my actual viewer. 


Now before you feel that ’'m pushing 
that you too should use Firestorm, I'm 
not. All of the features I'm going to dis- 
cuss are available with the Linden Labs 
base viewer. Yes, some of the menus 
and the command text may look a bit 
different, but all have the same mean- 
ing and function. This is not an article 
about the Firestorm viewer nor is it my 
attempt to convince you to use the 
viewer I do. I will do my best to keep 
my instructions abstract enough to as- 
sist you in developing your own way to 
manage your clothing inventory as you 
wish. If, however, you wish to comment 
on my viewer choice, or how my viewer 
is set up, then get the thought of 
providing me your highly opinionated 
rant about how I should play Second 
Life out of your troll-infested head. If 
you wish to provide opinion on the best 
viewer and how to set it up, write your 
own damn opinion piece! I'm sure the 
editors here at rez will be happy to re- 
view it. (I really need to learn not to 
write while I’m on my period!) 


So, with my bitchy mood well estab- 
lished, let’s get right to it and look at 
how you can make your virtual life a 
much more pleasant experience. We 
are going to visit a huge upgrade for us 
clothing hoarders - - OUTFITS!!! The 
one thing I can say about using the new 
outfit capabilities is that you need to be 


able to organize first. The new feature 
will help you, but if you have a garage 
in real life which you can barely walk 
into, much less park a car in, then I feel 
you may have bigger fish to fry than 
learning how to use new viewer fea- 
tures to get control of your inventory. 
Let’s move on. 


Outfits came out with the V2 release 
and is the basis on how I dress myself 
in Second Life. At this point you may 


item, reference links are used in the 
folders to point to the original item, 
thus making copy rights no longer a re- 
quirement to create and store outfits! A 
big plus if you ask me!! 


THE BASICS... 


How do you get started using outfits? 
First you need to get access to the ap- 
pearance tools. I use the button bar fea- 
ture in the new viewer for this. To use 


be saying to yourself, “This dingy wo- 
man didn’t know you could use outfits 
in V1?” Well, yes I did. The idea of out- 
fits has been around since way back in 
V1; however, the process to create an 
outfit in V1 was to take copies of your 
objects and stuff them into a folder. 
Once you had all of the parts of your 
outfit together, including shape, skin, 
and anything else you wanted, you just 
used the standard menu selection to 
wear the folders contents. The actual 
implementation with outfits still uses 
that basic premise, with a twist. So 
what is that twist? Outfits are still 
stored in folders; however, instead of 
having actual copies of the original 


toolbar buttons is a very simple exer- 
cise. There is a reference document on 
how to use toolbar buttons on your 
viewer at http://community.second- 
life.com/t5/English-Knowledge- 
Base/Introduction-to-Viewer-version- 
3-2/ta-p/ 1238073. I won't take the time 
to review the button toolbar here. The 
reference I provide should explain all 
about how to use and configure the 
toolbars. I have the “Appearance” but- 
ton on my button toolbar. This makes it 
very easy to access outfits and I would 
recommend using that button to get 
the tool that pops up, and become fa- 
miliar with it. 


The appearance tool can be handy to 
edit a specific outfit from the outfit list, 
but I find it easier to wear an outfit and 
then pull up the appearance edit tool 
by right clicking on myself and choos- 
ing “Edit Outfit” from the popup 
menu. Either way, you get the same set 
of tools; however, if you do want to edit 
the outfit from the appearance screen, 
choose your outfit, wear it and then 
click the edit button to the right of the 
outfit’s title at the top of the screen. I'll 
come back to some of the more ad- 
vanced features of this tool later on in 
this article.

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So how do you create an outfit? Once 
you can get to the appearance tool it’s 
really quite simple. 


1. Attach clothing layer or attachment 
items to your avatar. Include 
everything you wish to include in the 
outfit so that your avatar looks perfect 
only using the “Add” command. Notice 
I used the “Add” command here. Let's 
briefly discuss the difference between 
adding to an outfit and wearing an out- 
fit. When you choose to wear anything, 
whether it’s a complete outfit or a single 
clothing layer item like pants or an at- 
tachment, that 
item you “wear” 
will replace every 
other item or items 
in that outfit, 
clothing layer or 
attachment point 
and remove them 
from your avatar. 


Understand there 
are some items like 
shape and _ skin 


that will only allow 
you to wear the 
item. The general 
rule is if you can 
attach multiple 
items to your 
avatar, the “Add” 
command will be 
available. 


Adding an_ item, 
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however, does not re- 
place existing items 
on your avatar. In- 
stead, it actually adds 
the item to your worn 
list and subsequently 
on the avatar too. So 
if you want to put two 
or more pieces of 
clothing on the un- 
derpants clothing 
layer for example, or 
attach two or more 
items to the stomach 
attachment, or load 
one outfit to the 
avatar and then add 
another outfit on top, 
you can use the “Add” 
command to do that. 


2. Adjust items attached on the same 
layer so that one item doesn't unneces- 
sarily bleed through the other item. An 
example may be where both a tattoo 
and a bra are both attached through 
the undershirt layer. You would want 
the tattoo to show as being under the 
bra and not over it. 


Here is where the appearance tool 
comes in handy. As I mentioned earlier, 
you can edit an outfit from the edit 
button to the right of the outfit name. 
Even if you havent saved the outfit, 
you can edit what you are wearing by 
pressing this button. You can also right 
click on your avatar and use the “Edit

Outfit” item on the popup menu to get 
the same tool. 


Once this tool is displayed, you can se- 
lect the specific item in the list and 
move it up or down in priority. By 
moving an item that shares a layer with 
another higher up on the list, you ef- 
fectively are telling SL to add that first, 
then add the next item. Thus, you still 
get the correct layering effect when you 
add clothing to the same clothing layer. 


3. Once you have the outfit looking 
perfect, then save it. 


This is a very simple thing to do. Using 
the appearance tool, you can save your 


copy. 


I kind of just glossed over how you spe- 
cifically edit links in your outfit, so let’s 
discuss that in more detail. The new 
viewer provides some powerful tools, 
from simply adding or removing item 
links from your outfit to managing 
how multiple items attached to a single 
clothing layer or attachment point can 
be layered. So let’s dig into some of 
these great features. 


Editing the item list in an existing out- 
fit is very easy. What I like to do first is 
wear the outfit while I edit, but it’s not 
required. Removing an item link from 
an outfit is as simple as right clicking 
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on the link and choosing the delete 
command on the popup menu. You can 
add an item's link in one of two ways. 
The first is after wearing the outfit to 
simply add more items to it in the same 
manner that you used to create a new 
outfit. Once you have your changes the 
way you like again, you can use the ap- 
pearance tools ‘save’ command to re- 
place your existing outfit, or the ‘save 
as’ command to create a new version of 
your original outfit. The other method 
you can use is to drag an item from 
your clothing inventory and drop it 
into the outfit folder for the outfit you 
wish to change. The viewer will auto- 
matically add the item by creating a 
link to the dragged item and add it into 
the outfit folder. No 
saving or appearance 
tool is needed for the 
drag and drop option. 


There is also the abil- 
ity to use the appear- 
ance tool to edit 
outfits. Wear your 
outfit and then right 
click on your avatar. 
Choose the menu 
item that allows you 
to edit the outfit to get 
the appearance tool. 
When it appears, 
press the “Add More” 
button and up pops a 
list of all of the items 
in your inventory! 


Yikes! Every time I see that I just about 
have to keep the scream developing in 
my throat from erupting out. 


There is help, though. At the bottom of 
the tool, two buttons appear. The de- 
fault button shows you everything as a 
single list. The other button provides 
your items broken into their respective 


folders, just like your normal inventory. 


There is also a drop-down list to allow 
you to filter your list by clothing type. I 
don't really use the appearance tool 
that much for this, as I can just drag 
and drop in my inventory window, but 
the feature is there if you wish to use it. 


The use of outfits, and learning how to 
manage them, has been a huge benefit 
to me. While I always hear of people 
that complain that they do not like the 
new viewer, I say they haven't really 
learned how to use it. Outfits and mul- 
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tiple attachments allow us so much 
more freedom on how we wish our 
avatars to appear in the world around 
us. And isn’t that one of the reasons we 
spend lindens and time on them; to 
show our collective virtual citizens how 
we wish to be portrayed? While the 
new Linden Labs viewer and the third 
party clones that stem from it look and 
feel different, once you start to learn 
some of the powerful features they 
have included in it, you will want to 
search out many of the great features 
these viewers provide us. For those of 
you who haven't taken that journey to 
explore the new viewer, I highly recom- 
mend you do. Stick with it and you 
wont regret it.
